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Germany’s Monk Stamps 


1922 Munich Industrial Fair 

Issue of Germany? If so, you 
have undoubtedly been mystified by the 
peculiar little figure in the center. It 
looks like a child in a monk’s garb with 
arms outstretched and holding a book in 
the left hand. That is exactly what the 
picture is, a child monk. To know that 
much only arouses curiosity the more. 
Why the picture of a monk, and a child 
monk at that, on a stamp issued to honor 
a great industrial city? 

As a matter of fact the design is 
taken from the coat-of-arms of the City 
of Munich. This coat-of-arms shows a 
gateway in medieval style with battle- 
mented towers. Before this gateway 
stands the young monk with arms out- 
stretched as on the stamp. The gate- 
way is surmounted at present with a 
swastika and an eagle. This latter is a 
change made by the present government. 
At the time of the stamp issue the gate- 
way was crowned with a lion. This figure

cross on the front cover. The monk is 
not holding anything in his right hand. 
He is holding the thumb and the next 
two fingers extended and the two smaller 
fingers closed. The symbolism of this 
is obscure but it very likely is intended 
to signify the Holy Trinity. 

But still we are interested to know 
why this monkish figure (Muchnerkindl) 
is so closely associated with the City of 
Munich. The name Munich is really de- 
rived from the word “monk”. Ancient 
traditions say that the village which 
was the beginning of the City was built 
on the lands of an ancient monastery. 
At any rate the child monk has been 
the recognized symbol of Munich for 
centuries. 

Such is the explanation of the use of 
the figure of the child monk on the six 
stamps issued for the Munich Industrial 
Fair of 1922. The stamps are all of the 
same design except for color and numeral 
of value. The background of these 
stamps makes them of special interest 
to the specialists in Religious Stamps.

Iran Goes Miniature 





Until now, Iran has been one of the 
few countries not to have issued a minia- 
ture sheet, but Iran postal authorities 
are planning on making up for past 
omissions. For the 60th Birthday of 


Shah Reza Pahlevi a series of ten 
stamps were to be issued on March 15th, 
each in a miniature sheet of four, both 
perforate and imperforate. Total face 
value as announced is 85.80 Rials or 
normally a little over $5.00. A special 
postmark was planned, though the issue 
is to remain current at Iran post offices

South African “Sunset”

Last December the government of the 
Union of South Africa gave notice that 
all pre-Union stamps would become ob- 
solete, losing all franking value after De- 
cember 31st. So on the last day of De- 
cember many collectors mailed covers 
using stamps which hadn’t been sold at 
postoffices for 25 years and more. These 
included stamps of the Transvaal, Cape 
of Good Hope, Natal, and Orange River 
Colony. One collector used stamps of 
the Griqualand West, which however 
had been declared obsolete in 1880.

J. Edward Vining is well known in 
the district around St. Louis, chiefly 
because of his having for almost four 
years conducted weekly stamp programs 


over the radio. Sunday, March 13th, 
marked the 183rd such consecutive week- 
ly broadcast. Is Chairman of the Board 
of the Mound City Stamp Club and 
served as that club’s president for four 
years; a member of various national and 
nearby stamp societies, and has just been 
nominated for S. P. A. Vice-President. 
Like most of us he collected stamps as a 
boy and returned to it in later years. 
36 years old, he is married (his wife is 
a collector and Secretary of the M. C. 
S. C.) and has two children. Though 
a stamp dealer for a while, he has had 
to give this up as his duties as Office 
Manager and Sales Engineer of the 
Mechanics’ Iron Works of St. Louis 
require most of his time. The radio 
broadcasts are sponsored by the Mel- 
bourne Hotel, philatelic headquarters in 
St. Louis and to aid philately the hotel 
has a special room which is open day and 
night as Stamp Collector Headquarters. 
Some idea of Mr. Vining’s activity is 
realized when it is disclosed that he 
averages 5,000 miles a year traveling to 
various stamp affairs.

August Dietz Honored 





August Dietz, Richmond Confederate 
authority, has been awarded the 1938 
Lindenberg Medal in recognition of his 
services in the field of philatelic re- 
search through his volume “The Postal 
Service of The Confederate States.” 
This award was established fifty years 
ago by the late Dr. Carl Lindenberg of 
the German Supreme Court. 

Mr. Dietz has long been recognized 
as a leading authority on Confederate 
stamps and has done much in the way 
of discoveries and recording little known 
varieties. 


Only Air Mail To India 


Effective February 23rd, all letter 
mail to India, Burma and Malaya rout- 
ed through or from London was sent by 
air mail. No increase was made in 
charges for carrying the mail except 
those letters over one-half ounce, which 
were to be charged at air mail rates. 
The British Post Office in reply to com- 
plaints of mailers of heavy articles has 
replied that 75% of the users of the 
mail would not have to pay anything 
more than they had before and the other 
25% in effect were just out of luck.

I make it a point to supply my customers with the best grade ob- 
tainable. Instead of charging a premium, for very fine material, I feel that 
in the majority of cases, very fine condition should be expected, and anything 
not very fine should be subject to discount. 

I notice that Mr. Herman Herst is starting to talk discounts instead of pre- 
miums and I feel that it is a smart move on his part. In the case of superb 
used 19th, a premium is well justified and I have always made it a point to 
offer every gem at auction. For instance, I usually sell average copies of 5c 
Buff for $8.00 to $10.00, but an extremely choice copy in our sale of March 9th 
realized $24.00 with a top bid of $28.00, and this is not unusual for any gem 
of a used copy issued prior to 1900. However, the bulk of my business in U. S. 
stamps is in mint 20th and in the more common 19th and 20th. 


We do not issue a comprehensive price list, at the present time. I buy and 
sell according to the price lists issued by the larger stamp firms, and collec- 
tors may order from me at the prices quoted in any current price list or adver- 
tisement with the understanding that I will supply premium material at average- 
copy prices. Since U. S. prices are fairly standard at the present time, and 
most dealers charge approximately the same, there is no point in my using 
three or four pages of Linn’s Weekly simply to furnish a check list of United 
States stamps. My prices are the same as those charged elsewhere, except that 
I give premium condition at the average price. This advertisement will not 
appear again, but collectors may note the fact that I do a year-round business 
in United States stamps and dealers should note the fact that I am always 
willing to share my stock with them at a price that will allow them a profit, 
either for stock or to fill want lists.

MARCH This month is noted for 


WEATHER. its changes in the way of 
rain, snow, wind, etc. For 
rapid changes in the way of philatelic 
“weather”, March, 1938 is setting a real 
record. First, the month came in with a 
roar with the announcement of a whole 
new series to take a ten-spot and then 
some from many of us. Then the Nazis 
lay off their three-hour speeches long 
enough to snow under and obliterate the 
Austrian Republic like the worst of 
March blizzards. Not only do they put 
the country in the realm of former 
stamp issuing nations but their first act 
is to attempt to eradicate all postal re- 
minders of the country’s independence. 
The decree that Dolfuss stamps should 
(must in Naziland) be turned in for 
others is a futile one, for fortunately it 
cannot extend to the stamp albums of 
the world. In those the Hapsburg em- 
pire and the little republic will parade 
forever their triumphs, glories and de- 
feats. 
Our Constitution Sesquicentennial has 
evoked complimentary postal outbursts 





from a number of other democracies, 
but headlines tell us that the one prom- 
ised by the second Spanish republic 
may well be that government’s last con- 
tribution to our albums, its armies 
crumbling like California villas to flood. 

Surrounded by enemy territory, Czech- 
oslovakia finds itself committed to an 
issue commemorating a Czech victory 
over German troops on the Eastern 
Front. An anniversary almost on the 
same date as the Austrian finale. We’ve 
had other countries at each other’s 
throats over stamps; certainly this one 
should prove no exception. March may 
bring us postal reminders of something 
other than Nazi wind from this quarter. 

Nations may disappear, but to the 
average U. S. collector the most impor- 
tant philatelic change so far this month 
will be the three far-reaching rulings 
limiting greatly the use of precancels. 
Not only will denominations over the 
6c be no longer precancelléd but precan- 
cels will not be used at all on fourth 
class mail. The enthusiast for Bureau 
Print blocks and pairs will have a hard 
time smiling these days for his pets 
are legislated out of use as thoroughly 
as if precancels were hereafter only to 
be printed as singles. The ruling that 
hereafter precancels on the other classes 
of mail must be used only in singles of 
the proper denomination to make the 
postage rate is one that will be followed 
with few exceptions. About the only 
occasion for use of more than one stamp 
will be combinations of postage with in- 
surance and C. O. D. fees. To further 
the observance by mailers of this decree 
we may find the new 4c issued sooner 
than was expected. Collectors of those 
attractive specialties, Special Handling, 
Special Delivery and the horizontal high 
value pictorials are going to suffer from 
a starvation diet of new material. We 
don’t however look for any less interest 
in the collecting of precancels for there 
still will be millions of them used of 
variety enough to keep all the specialty’s 
followers busy and happy. If the depart- 
ment planned to discourage precancel 
collecting as well as achieve some re- 
forms, they are doomed to disappoint- 
ment in the way of the former.

Millard Fillmore 





THIRTEENTH PRESIDENT—1850-1853 


Born at Sumner Hill, Cayuga County, 
N. Y., Feb. 7, 1800. Died at Buffalo, 
N. Y., March 8, 1874. Though his edu- 
cation was very simple, Fillmore was 
admitted to the bar at the age of 23. 
He was very active in Whig party affairs, 
his first public office being that of State 
Legislator in 1828. In 1832 he went to 
Congress, serving until 1842. In 1847 he 
became Comptroller of New York State 
and in 1848 was elected Vice-President. 
When Zachary Taylor died on July 9th, 
1850, Fillmore became President, the 
second Vice President to succeed to the 
office. He became very unpopular with 
many of his Northern supporters when 
he advocated and signed the Com- 
promise and Fugitive Slave measures. 
This would indicate that Fillmore was a 
man of some courage for by supporting 
these measures he made almost certain 
he would never again be elected to pub- 
lic office. In 1856 he was again a candi- 
date for President, this time for the 
Know-Nothing Party, but polled the 
electoral vote only of Maryland. Fillmore 
was the last Whig President for the 
party disappeared after his term. He 
spent the remainder of his life at Buffalo, 
taking no active part in politics or na- 
tional affairs. Since nothing of outstand- 
ing importance can be attributed to Fill- 
more and not being a military figure, he 
has never been recalled on our postage 
stamps. Ex-President Fillmore will be 
shown on the 12c of the recently an- 
nounced new regular series.

It will be interesting to 
note what price it will bring. 


I guess many of you readers are inter- 
ested in learning what prices the two 
tarities have brought at the Uptown 
Stamp Co. auction. The lots were de- 
scribed in a previous issue, but for 
the benefit of those who haven’t read 
it I will again describe them. The first 
was a used copy of the Ic perf. 11x11 
similar to Scott No. 545 but with di- 
mensions of Scott No. 543. This stamp 
was checked and written up by Max 
Johl. There are less than 12 copies 
known and avowed to be one of the 
rarest 20th Century stamp. The stamp 
was sold for $12.50. The other rarity 
is No. 2634, 2c envelope stamp on un- 
cut sheet about 34x27 inches. There is 
one stamp on each of 16 folds water- 
marked “U. S. 1907”. It is a very 
unusual item and brought $10.25. 





Condition has played an important 
part on prices realized on stamps at 
Auction sales. For example, a very fine 
copy of No. 595 sold for $9.80, another 
copy with three fine margins sold for 
$5.00, while another copy of the same 
stamp off-center sold for $2.40. An 
other typical example is No. 545, a very 
fine copy of which sold for $5.10, while 
a poor copy sold for only $2.10.
